SIMBA’S 



WORLD 



About 40 million years ago there were vast numbers 

OF HYRAXES IN AFRICA, SOME THE SIZE OF HORSES. HERDS OF 
ANTELOPES AND CATTLE SWEPT ACROSS THE PLAINS AND THE 
HYRAXES TOOK REFUGE IN DRY ROCKY AREAS. 



Hyraxes 



Hyraxes, with their short, furry coats, 
small rounded ears and sharp incisor 
teeth at the front of their mouth, look 
like rabbit-sized rodents. In fact, they 
are vegetarian hoofed animals and their 
closest relatives are elephants. Apart 
from browsing, like elephants do, and 
sharing similar teeth and feet structures, 
the two animals do not have very much 
in common. 

There are three kinds of hyraxes: rock 
and bush hyraxes which are similar 
looking and share the same rocky 
habitats, and tree hyraxes which have 
longer fur and mainly live in trees. All 
hyraxes have stumps for tails. The brown 
or grey rock and bush hyraxes have 
thick, short fur and a scattering of 
longer, dark hairs which they probably 
use to feel their way around in the cracks 
and holes of their rocky homes. They 
have a gland on their backs which is 
usually surrounded by light hairs. 



V TEETH TALK 
Like big cats, hyraxes 
bare their teeth when 
they're angry. 



This gland produces a smelly liquid 
which rock hyraxes use to mark the 
rocks in their territories. The strong 
smell may also help youngsters find 
their mothers. 

TEETH 

You would imagine that hyraxes use 
their sharp incisor teeth for cutting their 
plant food. In fact, they use them mainly 
for grooming and as weapons. When a 
hyrax is cornered or is defending its 
young it fights furiously, biting the 
intruder with its incisors. 

When a hyrax feeds it turns its head 
to one side and cuts the grasses or leaves 
with its cheek teeth. Then it grinds 
down the food before swallowing it. 



BRUCE'S HYRAX 
Heterohyrax brucei 
SIZE: Males and females 
are usually about the 
same size. They can 
grow to about 57cm 
and weigh over 3kg.

I 
know I'd get watery- 
eyed and dazzled by 
the sun if I had to do 
that, but hyraxes' eyes 
are different to mine. 
They bulge out above 
the pupil which gives 
them a kind of built-in 
eyeshade. The bulge 
cuts out light from 
directly above so the 
hyrax can look straight 
into the sun. 







TREE HYRAXES 

Tree hyraxes usually live on their own or 
in pairs. Every day they call out to mark 
their territory, starting with a soft 
groaning noise and ending with a loud 
scream. Most kinds of tree hyrax spend 
the day resting in holes in the trees. 
They clamber down at night to feed on 
the ground. 

They are superb climbers, and use 
thin, dangling lianas to get from one 
tree to another. They will attack small 
predators by biting them fiercely. But 
sometimes they turn their back on an 
intruder and erect a wall of yellow hairs 
round the gland on the top of the back. 
This makes the bare gland patch show 
up and may send a scent message to the 
enemy. 



For such a small animal, the female 
hyrax is pregnant for a surprisingly long 
time - 7 or 8 months for the rock and 
bush hyrax and 8 months for the tree 
hyrax. The cape rock hyrax gives birth 
to up to 6 babies. Each baby has its own 
teat and is expected to drink only from 
that one. They are born with their eyes 
open and can soon climb and jump. 

They are weaned at six months but 
stay with the family group until they are 
about 16 months old. Then the males 
have to join a bachelor group or set up a 
new colony some distance away.

WOW! 

The rocks at a hyrax colony often i, 
look as if they've been painted 
white. This is because hyraxes use 
the same lavatories every day. As 
their urine dries it forms crystals * 
which sparkle like white waterfalls 
down the face of the rocks. Local 
people used to gather these 
crystals for medicine. 



NEIGHBOURS 

Several families of rock hyraxes usually 
live together in one big colony of up to 
80 members. The families are made up 
of one senior male, a number of females 
and their youngsters. Each family has its 
own living quarters in holes which are 
normally small enough to keep out 
leopards, jackals and servals. Families 
share sunbathing places, drinking spots 
and lavatories. 

After sunbathing for several hours in 
the morning, the family groups move 
away to feed on grasses and bushes 
nearby. It is the senior male's job to keep 
lookout and he gives a loud whistle of 
warning if he spots a predator. The 
family instantly scrambles back to its 
sleeping quarters. 

< NETWORK OF HOLES 
Hyraxes do not have good 
temperature control - they 
cool down and overheat 
easily. This is why it is 
important for them to have 
plenty of nooks and crannies 
where they can shelter.

Steep, smooth rocks and tree trunks 
are no problem for nimble hyraxes. 
They have rough toe pads which are 
kept moist and sticky by sweat 

glands. This helps them to 
get a good grip. Also, the 
sole of each foot is hollow, 
which creates a suction 
effect as they put down 
their feet. The curved claw 
on the inside toe of the 
rear foot is used for 



grooming. 






CIRCLE OF LIFE 

In the rocky outcrops of 
the Serengeti. 
johnston's rock hyraxes 
and bruce's bush 
hyraxes live peacefully 
together. They share 
sleeping holes and 
lavatories and the 
young, which are 
greeted by the adults of 
both species, use the 
same nurseries. They 
don't, however, breed 
with each other and 
they eat different plants 
- the bush hyrax 
browses on leaves while 
the rock hyrax mainly 
eats grass.

•v' A simple way to cook a potato 
is to mould clay round it and 
bake it in the glowing embers 
of a fire. Or bake one in the 
■r-' oven and have a look at w hat 
happens when a potato bakes. 



YOU WILL NEED 



4 medium-sized potatoes 
Potato bake: 
potato spike or skewer 
baking foil 

Potato test: 

tincture of iodine (an adult 
can get this from a chemist)

Potato power: 

60cm plastic-coated

^There are different varieties of 
potato. Each variety has a name. 
Maris Piper, King Edward VII and 
Russet Burbank are good ones for 
baking but others will do. Wash 
and scrub your spud with a clean 
brush and dry it on a teatowel. 



^Wrap your potato in foil and 
ask an adult to put it on a potato 
spike or metal skewer. Then ask 
them to put it into the middle of 
an oven preheated to 
200°C/400°F/Gas Mark 6. 



Skewer for a quick cook 

A potato contains about 80% 
w ater. The hot, dry air of an 
oven makes the water boil and 
the spud cooks in its own juice. 
Heat travels inwards from the 
outside - so the centre is the 
last part to start cooking. A 
metal skewer cuts the cooking 
time by taking the heat to the 
centre of the potato. The foil 
reflects some heat and prevents 
the outside from scorching 
while the inside cooks. ^ 



'J After about one hour, ask an 
adult to remove your potato 
from the oven and to take out 
the skewer with an oven glove. 
(Drop the skewer into a bowl of 
cold water immediately.) 



^Remove the foil and split 
open your potato. Serve with 
a knob of butter while it is 
piping hot. (Eat the skin - it 
is full of goodness.) 



Potato test 

If 80% of the potato is water, whats the 
rest? About 19% is carbohydrate and the 
rest is protein, vitamin C and iron. You 
can test to see what the carbohydrate is 
made of.

The Indian sub-continent starts in the 
north with a wall of snow-capped 
mountains, the Himalayas. Below the 
mountains there is a wide stretch of 
fairly flat land. It has many names - the 
Great Plains, the Northern Plains and 
the Indo-Gangetic Plain. The plain is 
dry in the west but rainfall in the east is 
very high. 

Further south, the sub-continent 
narrows to a point. This is peninsular 
India. Low mountains called the 
Western Ghats (say gats) and the 
Eastern Ghats run down the edges. 

Between them is a slab of high land 
called the Deccan Plateau. 

Most of the sub-continent has a 
monsoon climate. The winter is dry and 
mild, then it gets very hot. In about 
May, torrential rains called monsoons 
start. The coasts and highlands get the 
most rain - in some parts over 500cm 
can fall in just four months! Rivers often 
overflow their banks, bringing big 
floods. But some years the monsoons

Shortly before it 
reaches the sea, the Ganga joins up with 
another great river, the Brahmaputra.
